alar* trade, and this while the. Captain Jeneral. 
his cliief ofBoers, and many of the principal cili- 
I«na of the island. wer« openly deriving a reve- 
nue from thHt traffic. In October of the tame 
year, the Cuban authorities refused to allow thi 
Crescent City to enter the port of Havana, be 
Oause the purasr, William Smith, wai auapecten 
of having convoyed newa from the island to this 
Country; and an interruption of our postal and 
commercial intercourse took place, which inflict- 
ed severe injury as well upon the steamers as up- 
on the mercantile community.

It is a matter of » • . . - -i • t Willi i • ens we 
have brooked such unparalelied insolence afjd ef- 
frontery so long. There is scarcely a War wbot- 
bloody deeds are descrloed in the a inais of hlsto 
ry, whose beginning has had half the "MOODS 
that these offer for a just and defenaable appeal to 
arms. Compare E iglaud'a ,.-•<«-. lor taking up
